want of sufBcieot room, adjourned to the 
market-place. 

MR. ALDCRMAN HOWITT, IN THE CHAIR } 

The following Rtsoitilions vere poised unaai- 
moiisly : 
Resolved, I. That the constitution of 
this kinsdom, contained in the great 
charter sizned by King John, and con- 
firmed by the bill of rights, at the glorious 
sera of the revolation, possesses our high- 
est approbation and veneration, and shall 
fvef obtain our cordial support as being 
tbe birthright of Englishmen. 

2, That the violation of any of the 
clauses of these bulwarks of the constitu- 
tion is an infringement on the libiFrties 
of Britons, and deserves our severed ani- 
madversions and ani|ualitied censure- 

3, That by Magna Chartait isestalilish- 
ed, that" no freeman shall be taken or 
imprisoned, or dispossessed of his free 
tenement and liberties, or outlawed or 
banislied, or any wise hurl or injured, 
unless by the legal judgment of his peers, 
or by the law of tbp land ;" that this right 
was further eonfirmed by a statute passed 
in the reign of Edward the third, enacting 
that "no man of what state or condition 
soever, shall be put out of land or tene- 
ment, nor taken, nor imprisoned, nor 
disinherited, nor put to death, without 
being brought >n ausiver by du« process 



of tbe law ;" that in the bill of rights itil 
declared, "that the pretended power of 
suspeodinsr laws, or the execution ol laws 
by legal (tnuob less by any other) authori- 
ty, without consent of parliament, is il- 
Jefcal ;>> and it is furlher added, that"wa 
<lo claim, demand, and insist upon ail and 
singular the premises as our "ndoubted 
figbts and privileges." 

4, That with regret and indignation we 
iearn that one branch of the legislature 
aloue, the commons house of parliament, 
has assumed to itself the offices of prose* 
cutor, judge, jnry, and executioner : that 
this honourable house has immured within 
the walls ofa prison, and detained during 
its pleasure, /ineflf our fellow subjects, up- 
on a charge cogpizable in our common 
courts of law, where he qiigbi have been 
legally tried by twelve Qf his peers; that 
by the command of this s«nie honourable 
house, another of our fellow subjects, the 
friend of the people, the defender of our 
liberties, fur an appeal to his constituents 
(which we conceive not Qnly to be the 
right, bnt the duty of every represent^, 
tive) has been dragged froin bis house, hi$ 
castle, by an army of soldiers, and im- 
prisoned in the tower. 

5, That we are the more a)ar<^d at 
this assumption of privilege, on account 
of the partiality with which it is e^r- 
ciseii ; that it api>ears to US to originate 
in a determined wish to subvert the liber- 
ties and rights of Britons, and to destroy 
the spirit of the British constitution j for 
whilst the vilest state delinquents, who 
suck the heart's blood of the constitution, 
and consume its very vitals, escape u;>- 
punished ; the attack is levelled aisaiqst 
its best friends, it most firm supporters ; 
and whilst the man who endeavours toex- 
<.-lude the people from a knowledge of the 
conduct of their representatives, and who 
with isnoniiiiy and contempt is burled 
fioin his station by his justly incensed 
constituents, is elevated to a post of high 
dignity, honour and respomibiliiy, the 
petitions and remonstrances of thousands 
of tbe most enlightened liritoiis are con- 
temptuously dii^missej. 

6, That we cannot in language suffi- 
ciently slrou^t.expiess our detestation at 
tlie crimes, and uurcontempt of the imbe- 
cility of tho'** ministers who have been 
tbe anthors of all the recent suiferiugs 
and calamities of Bi'itons ; men who ap- 
pear to us equally weak and wicked} 
m<}n who can send thousandsof the bravest 
British heroes to perish by disease and 
pestilence, lest, forsooth, tliey sbould.be 
thought to be actuated "by the rigid pre- 
cepts of coM precaution." — Men who 
have planted cannon in ourstreets to oirci« 
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«»e the public ▼»!<!•{ wen whose object, 
88 far as we can jvHge from their conduct 
appeals to be to drive the people to des- 
peration, but who have hitherto been ud> 
sucresiiful in their detestable attempt : 
men who are our sovereign's greatest eoe- 
tnies, by endeavouring toexpose his name 
to odiuiti, in order to screen themselves 
froin an awful respoosibiiity : men trbo 
have entwined laurels on the brow of 
England's enemy, but are their nratian's 
carge, and their country's fellest foes. 

1, That with tbe deepest sorrow we J^- 
nlent, that, in the midst of those grievan- 
ces and calamities, we have turned our 
eVes in vain for tbe preservation of our 
rights and privileges, to that band of sena- 
tiys which formerly possessed our confi- 
dence and support j we lament, that they 
have disappointed the hopes and expec- 
tations of tbe country. But whilst we 
watch them with an eye of jealousy and 
mistrust we shall be ready to return to 
tliem, When they return to the defence 
of tbe people's eanse, and give us a 
solemn pledge of their dtsiuterestEdoess 
snd sincerity. 

8, That the pled'ge which we demand 
is, that they do noi sacrifice the liberties 
of the people to their own uedefined pri- 
vileges, and use constant and unceasing 
exeftions to obtain a thorOu|;h reform in 
the irommons honse of parliameht. To 
this welook as necessary to the security 
ofour liberties, 4o tbe salvation of bur 
Country. If the house of commoRS be 
not ^he representative of the people, but 
<>f pcers-x-wlieie is the people's voice to 
be heard \ where is their cause to be 
pfeaded? When the house of commons 
•ball truly represent the people, the pri- 
vileges of the rommons and the liberties 
of the people will be one.— They will then 
ensure jit once our respect, our confi- 
dence, and our firm and united support. 

9, That this meeting present an petition 
to tbe boiit>urable houae of commons, 
praying for a parliamentary reform, &c. 
and that the said petition be transfhittid 
to Daniel Pdtker Coke, and John SfDitb, 
esquires, our representatives, for presf n- 
tation ; who are biereby instiructed to 
euppoit the same. 

10, That this meeting present ar> ad- 
dress to Sir Francis Burdttt, exprevsiveof 
their gratitude for |iis patriotic conduct in 
defenre of our liberties. 

11, That the thanknof this meeting be 
given to Lord Frskine, to Loid Cochrane, 
to tord Folkestone, to'Sir Samuel Romii- 
ij, to Mr. Whitbread, toColonel Wardie, 
«nd to General Matthew, far their undevi- 
»tii'os uptigtit coaduct on all public oc- 



casions, when tbe liberty atid indepen- 
dence of their countrymeu haf e called for 
their exertions. 

1?, That the thanks of this meeting be 
given to Mr. Brand, for bis motion tooW 
tain a reform of parhauient ; to obr 
worthy representative, John Smith, est), 
and to the other one bgndred and thirteen 
members of tbe house of commons, wbo 
supported the same.

In a period of general depravity and 
corruption, when all classes are more or 
less tbe slaves of licentiousness and vice, 
and from some, virtue seems almost to 
have taken her Sight, when private in- 
terest almost universally predominates 
over the public good, it requires no com- 
mon degree of firmness and integrity to 
stand forth, and oppose the impetuous
